He will be allowed

to proceed on his Eighth Amendment claim against defendant Pail

Clemens.  He will not be allowed to proceed against the Bureau of

Prisons.

plaintiff is allowed to proceed on his Eighth Amendment claim

against defendant Paul Clemens.
